In March, the attacks intensi- 
fied, the USSR forces destroyed Mosques and schools. Young girls were reported 
to have taken their own lives in fear of the paratroopers that were dropped into 
the area. Mr. ISMAIL said that two types of chemical agents were used and 
described the symptoms as follows : The first; 1) Heavy tearing, 2) Nausea, 3) 
Yellowing off skin, 4) Death. The second; 1) Immediate unconsciousness, 2) Death
